First To Ask 


Income Tax 


TRENTON (UPI)—Gov. Rich­ 
ard J. H u g h e s today became 
the first governor in New Jer­ 
sey history to propose an in­ 
come tax when he asked the 
legislature to put one into ef 
feet to produce $150 million 
year for m ajor construction pro­ 
gram s and aid to schools. 


He reminded the legislature 
that “ I fought long and hard 
to convince my fellow citizens 
“ that a $750 million bond issue 
could meet the state’s needs for 
several years and delay new 
taxes. 


“ Sometimes a 
man m u s t 
choose between conscience and 
political 
popularity; 
between 
the easy way and the path of 
duty,” the governor told the 
legislature in his annual budget 
message. 


“This choice is a difficult 
one,’ he said. He told the joint 
session that when he took his 
oath of office two years ago, 
“ I knew a day like this would 
come and that other decisions 
of difficulty lie in the future.” 
Hughes said his d e c i s i o n , 
reached alone late Wednesday 
night, was made necessary be­ 
cause “a governor of New Je r­ 
sey represents not only the loud 
and powerful, but the weak and 
silent and defenseless. He acts, 
equally, for the retarded chil­ 
dren on our waiting lists, the 
mentally disturbed in our hos­ 
pitals, the suffering residents of 
our slums, the children in our 
schools, the hopeful candidates 
for colleges, the working man

peacefully 
boycotted 
the 
nation’s 
largest 
school 
system today in an anti­ 
negro gat ion 
demonst ra­ 
tion that integration forces 
laded as a success and the 
Board of Education 
de­ 
scribed as a fizzle. 


Most 
of 
the 
stay-at-homes 
were Negro and Puerto Rican 
students who attend predomi­ 
nately 
colored 
schools, 
but 
some white students also ob­ 
served 
picket 
lines 
that 
marched at one-third of the 
city’s 
schools. 
Negroes 
and 
Puerto Ricans account for one 
half of the city’s one million 
public school students. 


Bayard Rustin, one of the 
boycott organizers and chair­ 
man of the Freedom March on 
Washington, said he considered 
the boycott a success because 
more than 50 per cent of the 
Negro and Puerto Rican stu­ 
dents took part. But Jam es B. 
Donovan, 
president 
of 
the 
Board of Education, told re­ 
porters: “Thus far I think the 
boycott has been a fizzle.” 


Schools Stay Open 


All of the city’s schools re­ 
mained 
open, 
although 
some 
had less than IOO students in ai 
tendance. 


Donovan charged that many 
of the stay-at-home were vic­ 
tims of a “regular campaign of 
intimidation” on the part of 
boycott leaders. He said tne 
demonstration was a “ highly ir­ 
responsible way of dem onstrat 
ing dissatisfaction” 
with 
the 
board’s latest plan to eliminate 
de facto segregation in schools 
with high concentrations of col­ 
ored students. 


Integration 
leaders held a 
‘freedom school” for 39 Negro 
and one white child at their 
Brooklyn 
headquarters 
this 
morning with Negro comedian 
and war veteran Dick Gregory 
as “teacher.” Gregory told the 
children they would have to be 
“ little soldiers” in the battle Tor 
Negro freedom. 


“ We get rapped from one end 
of this country to the other by 
the press of the North and the 
South,” he told them. “Its go­ 
ing to be a long hard fight but 
we’re going to win it — non­ 
violently.” 


The boycott appeared to be 
most effective in schools with 
heavy Negro and Puerto Rican 
enrollments, especially in H ar­ 
lem and the Bedford - Stuyve­ 
sant section of Brooklyn.

This is going to be a snowy 
winter. 


Already Lower Bucks has had 
nearly double its normal snow­ 
fall and more is predicted for 
this month. 


The 30-day outlook calls for 
tem peratures below normal of 
33.4 degrees in 
February and 
precipitation to be above 
the 
normal of 2.59 inches. 


Tl.wS far this season, we’ve 
had 19.8 inches of snow. This is 
nearly double the normal accu­ 
mulation of 10.9 inches. 


Well Above Normal 


Last month produced a bliz­ 
zard with nine inches of snow 
on Jan. 12-13. For the month, 
the area had 9.6 inches of snow­ 
fall, well above the month’s 
normal of 5.3 inches. 


Even the rainfall is running 
ahead of normal. We had 3.47 
inches in January as compared 
to the month’s normal of 3.10 
inches.

Fight Looms 


On Tax Cut 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Senate pushed toward its first 
m ajor showdown vote today on 
the $11.6 billion tax cut bill with 
leaders pushing for final action 
on the “ m ust” measure by this 
weekend. 
The first test shaped up over 
the Senate Finance committee’s 
version of changes in the so­ 
called capital gains tax involv­ 
ing profit from sale of stocks or 
property. 
The senate met early to speed 
work. Democratic leader Mike 
Mansfield, Mont., warned Sena­ 
tors that they take their chances 
on missing roll calls when they 
are absent. 
Mansfield, who was away the 
latter part of last week, said he 
was sorry if critics of the bill 
felt the larger number of ab­ 
sentees Friday — about 30 - 
hindered progress on the bill 
The Democratic leader said he 
did not think so but hoped that 
we 
will 
move 
rapidly 
and 
promptly toward” final action. 
The capital gains debate open­ 
ed with Sen. Albert Gore. D- 
T?nn., a critics of many parts 
of the bill, arguing that the 
present capital gains provision 
i« the main reason why so 
mfcny people of large means pay 
so little tax.” 
Be said that under the bill, 
the highest bracket taxpayers 
w&uki not pay the maximum ef­ 
fective rate of 70 per cent but 
actually only about 26 per cent. 
Ana in some cases, he said, 
pei sons with an income of $1 
million pay at a tax rate of 
only about 15 per cent. 
Supported by Sen. Paul H. 
Douglas. D-Ill., Gore said this 
is* possible because there are 
“ many loopholes in the law” but 
“ one can only take advantage 
of many of them if he has large 
financial resources.”

The Federal Aviation Agency 
said the pilot and nine passee

trapped 
in 
the 
flaming wreckage of South Cen 
tral Airlines’ Flight 510 when 
it 
crashed 
moments 
after 
taking off for Jacksonville. 
Eyewitnesses said the plane 
reached an altitude of about 
200 feet, veered sharply to the 
left, and plunged back to the 
runway. 
The dead were not immedi 
ately 
identified. 
Authorities 
roped off the area 
and 
kept 
newsmen away until federal of 
ficials could get to the scene. 
“ It just took a second for it 
to fall down,” said Mrs. Joe 
Anne Rowell, an airport em ­ 
ploye. 
“ It looked like it stalled . . . 
like maybe the pilot tried 
to 
take too steep of an angle. 
“ As soon as it hit, the gaso­ 
line started 
spilling 
and the 
flames shot up.”

Rowell 
and 
several 
others rushed to the plane in 
a limousine and tried to aid the 
trapped victims but it was too 
late. 
“ We tried to open the door 
but it was locked from the in­ 
side,” she said. “ We saw two 
men, one at 
the door. 
Both 
bodies were burning.” 
South Central, headquartered 
at Ocala, Fla., flies about 13 
pianos out of Gainesville daily. 
Police Lt. Courtney Roberts 
said flames engulfed the entire 
plane before rescue units could 
get to it. Only one wingtip and 
the tail were left unscrathed. 
he said.
